Fifty-fonr per cent of the trees 
struck by lightning are oak. twenty- 
two per cent elms, and fifteen per 
cent pines. The trees usually struck 
are those stand-ng on tbe edge of the 
forest.

Seasongood and Charles Meyer, under 
the firm name of Seasongcod & Meyer, 
plaintiffs. against tbe city of Cosboc- 
ton, a municipal corporation under 
tbe laws of tbe state of Ohio defend- 
ants 
Tbe plaintiffs say that tbe defend- 
ant, tbe City of Coshoetou, is a muni- 
cipal corporation known as the fourth 
grade of tbe second cjass under the 
laws of Ohio. That on or about. the 
25th day of Jane. 19(8, in response to 
an advertisement by the city clerk of 
said City of Cosboctoo, published pur- 
suant to certain ordinances and reso- 
lutions heretofore passed and adopted 
by tbe council of said city, offering to 
sell * 18,000 of boudsof said city to pro- 
vide a fund to pay for the construction 
of certain streets therein, plaintiffs 
duly offered and proposed in writine 
to purchase said bonds for the sum of 
818,617 40 and accrued interest, and de- 
posited with said cleric a check for the 
sum of *500 which «heck' was after- 
wards collected by -said clerk on be- 
half of said city and said 8500 paid in- 
to the treasury of said City of Coshoc- 
ton. 
Plaintiff further says that there- 
after, instead of delivering to these 
plaintiffs $1S,000 worth of bonds 
of

of said advertisement, said city clerk 
and other officers and agents of the 
city of CoshocSon offered to deliver to 
these plaintiffs certain void and inval- 
id instruments purportiinstobe bonds 
in the sum of $18,000. but which were 
wholly invalid as aforesaid because of 
the unconstitntionality of tbe laws 
under which it was proposed to issue 
tbe same and for other reasons as 
plaintiffs are advised by counsel learn-

Both Sides Firm. 
Pa.. Sept. 15.—Presi- 


dent Mitchell said that be had no 
statement to make regarding his con- 
ference 
-anth Governor Stone. The 


reticence of the chief oScer of the 
miners' union weighs heavily on the 
business and industrial interests ot 
the strike region, which were hopeful 
that the meeting would result in some 
plan for a settlement of the strike. 
The silence of Mr. Mitchell is inter- 
preted to mean that the Karrisburg 
conference was barren of results. 


Tae nineteenth week of strike be- 


gan today. The date on which Sena- 
tor Platt predicted tLat the srike 
would end has passed, and the hope 
which was instilled into the people in 
this locality because of that predic- 
tion has been s-acceeded by a lee-ing 
that the end is still far off. The re- 
iteration by the coal presidents dar- 
ing tte week t'nat no concession 
would be made and the resolutions 
passed by nearly ail the local unions 
of the United Mine Workers renew- 
ing their allegiance to their officers 
and pledging themselves to continue 
the strike until concessions are grant- 
ed show that neither side to the con- 
troversy is weakening. General Go 
bin. in charge of the state troops en- 
camped in this county, denies that he 
is preparing to remove the troops at 
an early date or that he expects an 
order from the governor to withdraw 
the troops.

Two years 
ago little Jack McCormick. the two- 
year-old grandson cf Mr. KockefeHer, 
died of thia disease at Mr. Rockefel- 
ler's anxnmer home at Tarrytown. X. 
T. Shaken with grief. Mr. Rockefeller 
demanded of the physicians to know 
the cause of so great mortality among 
young children. 


"We only know that this ciisoase in 


Infants is probably canscd tj some 
germ.'* they told him. "bnt wbat that 
germ ia or how to reach it v.-e do not 
know."

Radical Rfformx 
to Be Carried Oat

Governor Taft and the health board 


of Manila, according to official reports 
to the war department, bave agreed on 
a comprehensive plan for reclaiming 
tbe city of Manila from the unsanitary 
conditions wbicb prevail there, writes 
the Washington corresnouueat of the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger and Times. 
The experience during the past few- 
months in controlling the epidemic of 
cholera has satisfied the American au- 
thorities that only the most rigorous 
measures will suffice to protect Manila 
from pestilence whenever occasion 
arises- It has been decided that every 
building -which is unsanitary must 
come doxm and be removed, the low 
places in the dry are to be filled in, 
suitable sewerage is to be insisted on, 
walls are to be built to hold bad; tide- 
•water and new buildings win be per- 
mitted only in compliance \vith strict 
regulations as to plumbing and con- 
struction which will insure healthful 
conditions. 


It is estimated that when the build- 


ings in the slums of the city are torn 
down over 4O.OOO people will have to 
be moved out Into temporary camps. 
Governor Taft announces that he trill 
do this and have the people carefully 
looked after in their temporary quar- 
ters. 


Captain McGregor, the city engineer, 


has taken part in the conferences and 
gives it as his opinion that it will be 
necessary to fill in over the whole site 
of the city in order to secure tbe 
grades that will make it possible to 
drain the streets and houses and ac- 
complish 
safe sanitary conditions. 


The cost will be large. It is estimated 
that the reclamation of the San Nicolas 
beach will cost at least $500.000.

Fort de France, Martinique, Sept 


13. — The following report of the re- 
cent eruptions of Mont Pelee baa 
been made by Professor Acgelo Hell- 
prin, president of the Philadelphia 
Geographical society, and who IB her* 
in interests of the National society: 
"The scene of destruction in the 
last eruption of Mont Pelee far sur- 
passes in extent that of the eruption 
of May 8, when St. Pierre waa de- 
stroyed. and Includes the broad area 
lying between Macooba and Cartel, 
and involves Haute Toura de Bour- 
don. 
Basse Pointe. Home Balai aad 


Ajoupa Bouillon, where atone upward 
of 300 persons were killed, as well aa 
Morne Rouge, with a death Hat of 
probably not less than 1.000 persons. 
Great cinders fell also over the region 
of Grand Riviere, and Pecheur is cov- 
ered deep with ashe*. In Carbet the 
ashes lie one foot deep, and nearly 
the same amount covers the ruins of 
St. Pierre. All of Morne Rouge, with 
the exception of about four houses 
and the beautiful church, has been 
swept to the ground, and the greater 
part of the town has been burned up. 
At Ajonpa Bouillon, where one-half of 
the town has been prostrated, there 
is no trace of fire of any kind. 


"The destructive blast, instead of 


confining itself to a section or area 
as was the case during the first erup- 
tion. was distributed radially, crosa- 
ing the low summit of the volcano 
near the knob of Morne Jacob and 
slapping zones between Its rays. The 
danger from Mont Pelee is thus ma- 
terially increased, and perhaps no 
position in the north of the island la 
absolutely safe. The government baa 
Judiciously ordered the evacuation of 
all points reached by a radius of about 
eight or 10 miles from the crater. 
The recent phenomena were precisely 
lik these of May 8, death resulting 
in most cases from contact with the 
terribly swift and intensely hot blast. 
During the time I was on the vol- 
cano. on the afternoon of the erup- 
tion. Mont Pelee was in terrible activ- 
ity, and refuge from fiying bombs had 
to be sought in a hole. The great 
cone could not be seen. On the war: 
down the mountain the party was- en- 
veloped in ashes and mud, the center 
of the ash and steam clouds' being 
almost vertically over us. The de- 
struction of the several towns and 
localities was simultaneous, occurring 
shortly after 9 o'clock in the evening. 
The illumination 
of the 
eruptio'n 


of La Soufriere. on St. Vincent, as 
seen from here the night of Wednes- 
day. was most terrifying, and on 
Thursday morning the ash cloud from 
the St. Vincent volcano carried dark- 
ness to Fort de France for a period 
of nearly six hours."
